You are hereby notified to meet at the Town House

_ subjects: 


Article 1. To see what sum of money the Town 
will vote to raise and appropriate for decorating the 
graves of soldiers. 


Article 2. To see what sum of money the Town 
will vote to raise and appropriate for the renairs of 
highways in Summer. 


Article 3. To see what sum of money the Town 
will vote to raise and appropriate for the repairs and 
construction of bridges and pay on the indebtedness on 
Pine River Bridge. 


Article 4. To see what sum of money the Town 
will vote to raise and appropriate for breaking roads 
in Winter. 


Article 5. To see what sum of money the Town 
will vote to raise and appropriate for the destruction 
of gypsv moths and white pine blister. 


Article 6. To see what sum of money the Town 
will vote to raise and appropriate for defraying Town 
expenses. 
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Article 7. To see if the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate the sum of One Thousand Four Hun- 
dred Twenty-nine Dollars and fifty cents ($1429.50) 
for State Aid Construction, in order to receive Five 
Hundred Seventy-one Dollars and sixty cents ($571.60) 
from the State. 

Article 8. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 


appropriate the sum of One Thousand Six Hundred 
Dollars ($1600.00) for State Aid Maintenance in order 


to receive Two Thousand Four Hundred Dollars © 


($2400.00) from the State. 


Article 9. To see if the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate the sum of Four Thousand Dollars 
($4000.00) for Trunk Line Maintenance in order to re- 
ceive Twelve Thousand Dollars ($12,000.00) from the 
state. 

Article 10. To see if the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate the sum of Six Thousand One Hundred 
Sixty-six Dollars ($6,166.00) for Federa] Aid Re-Con- 
struction in order to receive Thirty Thousand Hight 
Hundred Thirty-four Dollars ($30,834.00) from the 
State. 

To see if the Town will vote to author- 
ize the Selectmen to employ an agent to bring such 
actions or proceedings as may be necessary to collect 
such sums of money as may be possible upon the prop- 
erty purchased by the Town at tax sales for unpaid 
taxes; and to authorize such agent in the name of and 
for the Town to convey such title as the Town has 
acquired by such tax sales; and to appropriate such 
sum of money as may be necessary to comply with the 
terms of this Article.

SUPERINTENDENTS REPORT 


To the School Board of Ossipee: 


Your superintendent has the honor to submit the 
following report for your consideration: 


The year which closed on June 30, 1923, was one 
of consistent progress for our schools. In spite of a 
hard winter, the calendar schedule was maintained, 
and our teacher force remained practically intact. At 
the end of the year Miss Magee, at Water Village, was 
released, and several transfers made. Wilbur C. 
Bickford was transferred from the Brown School to 
Water Village, and Mrs. Hazel Merrill from West Ossi- 
pee to the Brown School. Miss Florence Toomey, of 
West Bridgewater, Mass., was elected to the position 
at West Ossipee. The present year should be a suc- 
cessful one. 

During the summer period, in addition to general 
minor repairs, the interiors of the Moultonville and 
West Ossipee schools were painted, a hard-wood floor 
was laid at West Ossipee, a new ceiling was put in at 
Water Village, and two windows were added at the 
Granite school. A galvanized-iron stove drum has 
also been added to the equipment of the Mountainview 
School. For the coming year the sills of the Brown 
schoolhouse will probably need to be replaced and a 
new floor ought to be laid. This schoolhouse is not 
favorably located for the pupils who attend it, but a 
new site has been offered much nearer the center of 
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the district. I would suggest that the question of mov- 
ing this schoolhouse be investigated. Let me add a 
word of appreciation to the children and teachers of 
the Granite and West Ossipee schools, for their efforts 
toward the improvement of our school property. In 
the first case, money was earned to build a large ce- 
ment platform at the school entrance, and in the sec- 
ond, substantial fastenings were purchased for the two 
outside doors. 


In response to my suggestion of last year, the Brown 
and Water Village schools were opened on August 
20th. One-half year’s schooling was thus secured up to 
the Christmas vacation period. These schools will close 
on February 21st for a five-week vacation, and yet 
be able to finish the year on June 6th. This winter 
may prove an exception to the rule, but in my opinon 
the early opening and long winter vacation works out 
to great advantage in the outlying districts. 

Report cards are issued every six weeks to pupils 
above the third grade. Parents should sign the cards 
and return them to the school. The signature is the 
only evidence the teacher has that the cards have been 
shown at home; in no case does the signature indicate 
approval. Consult the teacher often, especially if the 
pupil’s effort is low. Some parents blame the teacher 
if their children receive low marks; such parents are 
apt to judge a teacher’s efficiencey solely upon the re- 
port card ranks. These attitudes are decidedly ill 
considered, and they put a premium on dishonesty. 
It should be clearly understood that in most subjects 
it is impossible to secure uniformity in teachers’ rat- 
ings; judgments vary, and I am quite as skeptical of 
the accuracy of the teacher who regularly issues a 
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large number of honor ratings as of the one who gives 
out a preponderance of non-passing marks. More- 
over, let us not forget that, after all, marks or even 
subjects are not the dominant purposes of education, 
but rather the inculcation of right habits and qualities 
that make for efficiency and character. 

In the school. report for the year 1922, I stated 
that the effort was being made by the Ossipee School 
authorities to increase the efficiency of our schools in 
the fundamental subjects. This was to be accom- 
plished in part by devoting more time to spelling and 
handwriting, and adding to the course in Arithmetic 
a large number of practical problems. The wisdom 
of this policy has been demonstrated by the results at- 
tained in the Springfield tests by our seventh and 
eighth grade pupils. These examinations, one in 
Arithmetic and one in Spelling, were given to ninth 
grade pupils at Springfield, Mass., in 1846 and again 
in 1905. They were given to the Ossipee pupils in 
November of the present school year. A comparison 
of the results follows:

It can thus be seen that the rating of the Ossipee 
pupils of the seventh and eighth grades in 1923 is 
much higher than the rating of the Springfield pupils 
of the ninth grade—first year of High School—in 1846 
and 1905. Obviously, we are not neglecting the funda- 
mental subjects in Ossipee today. 
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From an educational point of view it was a wise 
move, nearly seven years ago, to establish the Moun- 
tainview School. No teacher could do justice to forty 
or more pupils enrolled in eight different grades,— 
a readjustment was needed. Temporary accommoda- 
tions were secured, and are still being used. For sev- 
eral years I have reported their inadequacy for school 
purposes. Last year they were said to be next to the 
worst in the state. Everybody has recognized the 
need of a new building, and I suppose /the chief rea- 
son for delaying the matter has been the high building 
costs of the past several years. 


While this location for school purposes was early 
condemned by the state authorities, the matter has not 
been pressed because Ossipee has been doing so much 
_ in the past five years for the improvement of her school 
buildings in other parts of the town. But we are now 
at the parting of the ways. I am in receipt of a let- 
ter from the office of the State Board of Education 
asking what recommendation the school board pro- 
poses to make to the district in regard to providing 
suitable accommodations for this school. It is neces- 
sary to take some action. 

It would be possible to construct a one-room build- 
ing to accommodate the Mountainview School, and 
thus satisfy state requirements. It would be unfort- 
unate, however, not to recognize the opportunity that 
exists for combining a group of schools. Consolida- 
tion, where practicable, is a superior form of school 
organization. The consolidation of the Center Ossi- 
pee, Moultonville, Mountainview and Valley schools 
could be easily effected. There are at present forty- 
four pupils enrolled in the Center Ossipee and Moul- 
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tonville schools and twenty-one of these would be bet- 
ter served by a school located near the depot than by 
their present locations. The small enrollment at the 
Valley School makes its maintenance inadvisable even 
at present, and its consolidation with the other three 
schools is the natural solution. . 

There seems to be a good deal of sentiment favor- 
able to this consolidation and to the addition of a year 
or two of high school work. At present there are 
thirty Ossipee children attending nearby high schools. 
Twenty-one of these live in Center Ossipee and Moul- 
tonville. The tuition charges this year will be over 
$1,000. Obviously, a large proportion of this tuition 
charge could be made available for instruction here. 

A suitable modern building to house one hundred 
pupils, and appropriate grounds for their activities 
entails considerable expense. Several men who are 
interested in the welfare of the community have 
offered substantial sums of money towards the erec- 
tion of such a building, however. I believe that it is 
the duty of the school authorities to make full investi- 
gation of this subject—the needs and possibilities— 
for the purpose of presenting some definite plan to the 
district meeting.
